Lieutenant, Only One Saved in 
Disaster Near Dover, Says 
_He “Went Down a Mile.”’ 








One of Six Vessels Maneuvering 
Off Coast of Kent Sinks 
Immediately. 


DOVER, Oct. 4.—The British 
marine B-2 was run down by the 
Hamburg-American liner Amerika 
here today. It sank at once, drown- 
ing 14 of the crew. 

Lieut. Richard I, Pulleyne, who was 
second in command, was the only 
man among the crew of 15 who’ .was 
saved. He was found floating in the 
sea, too exhausted to say more when 
he was rescued than “The submarine 
is cut in two. I went down a mile.” 

The disaster occurred while the third 
patrol flotilla of submarines, consisting 
of six vessels, was maneuvering off the 
South foreland on the Coast of Kent. 

The “‘B-2” left Dover harbor at 5 
o'clock this morning to participate with 
the other submarines in a series of ma- 
meuvers. The accident occurred just an 
hour iater, although none of the sister 
submarines knew anything about it until

Then 
he read the letter ard declared that it 
“was absolutely incompatible with a 
suggestion of my getting aid from Mr. 
Harriman in any way.” 

On Oct. 20, 1904, Col. Roosevelt said, 
Harriman had’ telephoned: to Secre- 
tary Loeb, who told the President 
Harriman wanted:to see him about 
the New York State campaign, which 
was “running badly.” The Colonel 
said he made an appointment through 
Secretary Loeb at Harriman's request.

Former Health Commissioner 
p days He’s “Tired of Petty 
f Wrangling.”’ 








The resignation of Dr. H. Wheeler 
Bond, former Health Commissioner, 
from the Hospital Board, has. revealed 
the strife existing in the board, seem- 
ingly as bitter as it was when Dr. John 
C, Morfit was Hospital Commissioner. 
In his letter of resignation, Dr. Bond 
said he was “tired of. petty wrangling.” 
This wrangling has been almost con- 
tinuous at board meetings in the last 
few weeks, and probably will be carried 
into the Municipal Assembly when a bill 
now pending in the, House comes up for 
discussion. This bill abolishes the fee 
of $10 hitherto charged to medical stu- 
dents for tse of the clinical facilities 
of the City Hospital, and opens the 
clinical facilities there, free of charge, 
to all students of St. Louis medical col- 
leges and all local physicians. : 
This bill was presented just after a 
plan had been adopted which increased 
the clinical work at the hospital by 
udding an expensive series of lectures 
and demonstrations on the use of anes- 
thetics, 

Ground of Opponents. 
It will be opposed by some members 
of the Assembly on the ground that 
the city should not pay for the clin- 
ical facilities which the! medical schools 
should provide for their _students, and 
that the poor in the hospital should not 
be turned over to the colleges for ex- 
perimental treatment. 
The visiting staff of the hospital, 
which indorsed the plan for lectures on 
anesthetics, is also understood to be 
behind the measure opening the hos- 
pital to the medical colleges. The du- 
ties and responsibilitfes of this visiting 
staff have been a cause of frequent 
heated discussions in the Hospital Board. 
Dr. Cleveland H. Shutt, Hospital 
Commisioner, lately advocated a change 
in the visiting staff’s arrangements. 
Under the prevailing system, the mem- 
bers of this staff have treated such 
cases as interested them, and each of 
the visiting staff has had the freedom 
of the entire hospital in the choice of 
these cases, Dr. Shutt proposed to cut 
down. the visiting staff to one member 
for each ward, and to make each mem- 
ber responsible. for his own ward. At

Leader of Marshall Boosters Says 
Indiana Will Give Record 
Democratic Plurality. 





Special to the Post- Dispatch 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 4.—Facing 


the greatest political audience that has 
assembled in Indiana for two decades, 
Woodrow Wilson last night, in the 
most scathing terms, denounced Theo- 
dore Roosevelt as “neither willing nor 
competent to bring about the reforms 
for which the nation is fighting.”’ 
Charged that the leader of the new par- 
ty failed to keep faith with the common 
people when he was in the White 
House. 

’ Standing on a small platform which 
had been erected over the home plate 
of the diamond in the Washington 
Baseball Park, with 40,000 persons: seat- 
ed in the grand stana and jammed in 
every inch of space within range of 
his voice, the New Jersey Governor 
struck one sledge hammer blew after 
another as he discussed Roosevelt and 
his “‘confession of faith.’ 

Wilson characterized Roosevelt as A 
man who 
the people to see floating in the air of 
oratory,”’ and a man “who paints irri- 
descent dreams of uplifted humanity.’ 

Growth of Trusts. 

“There Was a growth,’ continued 
Gov. Wilson, “during Mr. Roosevelt's 
administration of the greatest monopo- 
lies, which we call triists, upon a scale 
never before dreamed of and upon a 
&reater scale than was characteristic 
of the administration of his successor.” 

Here, in the heart’ of Hoosierdom, 
‘famous for vice-presidential candidates 
and poets, Wilson is being given a 
royal welcome. From the time he 
stepped from his private car in the 
Union Station until he left this morn- 
ing he was surrounded by a multitude 
of enthusiastic Democrats from nearly 
every county in the State, and the chief 
ambition of every man «was to assure 
the New Jersey Governor that he will 
get the electoral vote of Indiana in 
November. 

Record Majority Predicted. 

If one-fortieth of the political fore- 
casts that are obtainable here for the 
asking come true, Wilson will-roll up 
a record-smashing majority in Indiana 
Nov. 5. The Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent today talked with Democrats and 
Bull Moosers and the predictions -were 
virtually all the same. Twenty-two out 
of 2 
for Wilson over Roosevelt and Taft. 
Ieven the most ardent Bull Moosers 
claimed nothing\more than second place 
for Roosevelt. 

Political lieutenants of Tom Taggart 
are authority for the information that 
word has gone forth from Capt. Harry 
New, Republican National Committee- 


man, and Joe Kealin®, who was one of | 


Taft's chief strategists at the Republican 
convention, to the old line Republicans 
te vote for Wilson in sections of the 
State where Roosevelt has developed 
much strength. The trace for the gov- 
ernorship is overshadowing the one- 
sided presidential contest in . Indiana. 
The candidates. are Samuel Ralston, 
Democrat; Albert J. Beveridge, Bull 
Moose, and Winfield T. Durbin, regular 
Republican. 
Attitude of Newspapers. 

Democrats admit that both Roosevelt 
and Beveridge have developed unexpect- 
ec strength in many parts of the State. 

In Indianapolis, the Star, the only 
morning newspaper, 
Bull, Moose candidates, and tudolph 
Leeds, owner’ of the Evening Sun, is the 


1Bull Moose National Committeeman. The 


Indianapolis News, while supposedly 
neutral,/is really giving strong support 
to.Wilson. Delavan Smith, editor of the 
News, was sued by the Government, 
while Roosevelt was President, in the 
Panama libel case. 

J. Fred Hoke, president of the Indi- 
anapolis Democratic Club, who went to 
Battimore at the head of the Marshall 
boosters, today gave the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent this analysis of the situa- 
tion: : 

“Wilson will carry the State by the 
largest plurality ever given a Democratic 
nominee, while Roosevelt and Taft will 
run neck and neck for second place, 
with the chances favoring Roosevelt.

This was 
when Landau was asked whether the 
financial statement of the firm’s affairs, 
said to have been sent to the Metropol- 
itan Bank, was signed by his father, 
Maurice Landau, president of the com- 
pany.

“Ts the signature under the rubber 
stamp .that of your father?’’ he then 
was asked, and he again refused to 
answer, on the ground of self-incrim- 
ination. 

Levinson objected to this. “at 
couldn’t incriminate you,’’ he argued, 
“to say that your father signed it.’’ 

Not Required to Auswer. 

Attorney Haberman, one of Landau’s 
counsel, said that an answer to the 
question, combined with the refusal to 
answer the previous question, might be 
so construed as to be prejudicial, and 
Refere; Coles ruled that Landau need 
not answer the question about his 
father’s signature. 

Several more questions about va- 
rious parts of the statement to. the 
Metropolitan Bank were asked, and 
Landau refused to answer in cach case. 

“Who is the Laudau Company?” the 
witness was asked. He replied that 
it was “just’a name created for the 
purpose of collecting some slow debts 
from poor payers. It was a myth, in 
fact, was not the successor of the 
Globe Shoe and Clothing Co.” 

He was also questioned as to the 
dealings with the firm of Lee Lash & 
1Co. of New York. Landau said he re-
